THE TREATY OP BERLIN. 



On Saturday last the European con- 
gress that has lieeu in session at Berlin 
for the past few weeks held its final 
sitting and concluded its labors: The 
plenipotentiaries attached their signa- 
tures to the treaty and the intricate 
Eastern jjroblem, which has engi-ossed 
the attention of all civilization for a 
protracted period, was solved for tho 
time being at least. The astuteness 
and vigilance displayed by the various 
plenipotentiaries has no iloubt been 
gratifying to their sovereigns, but the 
brilliant statesmanslup of £eaconsfield 
has elevated him to even a more exalt- 
ed position in tho j)ublic mind than 
that ho ])reviously occupied. Ho is 
justly entitled to the laurels of victory 
and is undoubtedly deserving of every 
praise and honor tliat can be bestowed 
.on Mm. The acquisition by England 
of the Island of Cyprus, important as 
that is, is a matter of but small mo- 
ment in comparison witli the conditions 
its actual occupation by the British 
will impose on Turkey and indirectly^ 
on Russia. In seeking for the cession 
of the island to England Lord Bea- 
consfield doubtless had in vicv^ the 
eftect it would have on tho policy of 
Russia and there can be no doubt 
tho latter power under existing circum- 
stances will in tho future refrain from 
resorting to those aggi-essivo measures 
that have characterized her in the past. 
In other words she will know that if 
she attempts to encroach upon Turkey 
she will have to be prepared to resist 
England and Turkey combined, with 
the other gi-eat powers of Eurojic at 
their back. In this view of the ques- 
tion therefore Lord Beaconsfiekl has 
gained much and llussia to-day is fur- 
ther from, the height of her ambition — 
Constantinoi^le — ^than ever. It will be 
remembered that wheii tho Czar de- 
clared war against Tui'key lie asserted 
that he did so, not witli any desire to 
acquire now territory, but with the re- 
solve of improving the condition of 
Christians under the rule of the Sultan. 
IFrom tho text of the treaty it will bo 
; observed that many radical reforms 
will be instituted in Turkey, and it is 
generally admitted that they could 
have been brought about without all tlie 
grim horrors of a bloody war. llussia 
having asserted at the commencement 
of the war that she did not desire to 
acquire territory cannot be disappointed 
with what the Congre.ss tliought lit to 
cede to her, inadequate as it may ap- 
pear when compared with the enor- 
mous amouait of money tlio contest cost 
her, and the countless men she lost on 
the battle field and from disease. Bul- 
garia is in future to be an autonomic 
suzerainty of the Sultan with n Christ- 
ian govcnunont and a national militia. 
A {)rince will be elected by the jjeople, 
j)revious to the election, a plan of gov- 
ernment being jircparcd by a convoca- 
tion of nobles to be held shortly at 
Tirnova. Other intestine reforms 
>vill be •wrought, many privileges will 
bo extended to the people, and their 
condition in other ways ameliorated. 
Tho treaty also recognizes the inde- 
pendence of Montenegi-o, and creates 
a new province, Eastern Roumelia, to 
be under the dii-ect political autliority 
of the Sultan, but having a Christian 
Governor General and an administra- 
tive autonomy. Several articles of tho 
treaty deal with the fortifications 
of the country; in some cases 
they will be dismantled ami only 
for the protectioli of Scutari will 
the erection of now ones be j)er- 
mittcd. Antivari is annexed to Mon- 
tenegro and is closed to war ships of 
all nations. Sfiezzia is incorporated with 
Dalmatia and until tlic reforms are 
permanently organized Bulgaria will be 
governed by' a.,directomte of Prussian 
commissioners. ' The treaty, which is 
composed of fifty-seven articles, of 
course contains many matters of detail 
;.''^-.which:Cannot be alluded to here, but a 
'^■perusal of our exclusive dispatches will 
convey a good idea to the reader's mind 
of its comprehensiveness and wisdom. 
. It is cei-tainly a nmtter for congi-atula- 
tion that the labors of tho congi-oss have 



been successful and that war between 
England and Russia has been averted. 
Such a result could only have 
been obtained by the acme of 
diplomacy and it seems almost 
wonderful that tho tangled skein 
has been straightened without resorting 
to war. In the world's future history 
tho Treaty of Berlin will occupy a 
prominent position, and coupled with it 
will be tho name of Beaconsfiekl. Tlte 
manner in which he conducted negotia- 
tions of a most delicate nature is simply 
another link in the chain of evidence as 
to his extraordinary administrative 
ability. 



Aaothor Ifedium Zzposed. 



At a seance on tho night of Juno 
•23i.l, in Lowell, iMasa, tho atrocious 
frauds perpetrated by Mrs. Hannah 
Pickering of Rochester, N. H., in tho 
name of tho materialization of sjjirits, 
were exposed. She has evaded the closest 
investigation at her homo, and won 
great celebrity. Re[)resentatives of 
IJoston and other papers have in vain 
sought for an explanation of the mys- 
tery. She would often bring out from 
twenty to thirty forms in an evening, 
from infants to lai'ge men. She has 
been for several days in Lowell, giving 
seances at the residence of Francis Go- 
ward, on Summer street. Mr. Goward 
is Chairman of tho Board of Assessors, 
and a believer in spirit manifestations. 

On Saturday evening a company of 
about thirty-five persons had assembled 
at § 1 apiece, Tho apartment and cabi- 
net were examined as usual without 
disclosing anything wrong, A dim 
light was permitted, and several forms 
had appeared. Harry S. Woods, who 
has attended many of Jlrs. Pickering's 
seances of late, had supplied himself 
with powerful opera-glasses, by means 
of which ho came to the conclusion that 
Mr.s. Pickering herself personated tho 
spirits, varying her height and propor- 
tions by simple devices. • The infants 
were produced by the skillful manipu- 
lations of lace. At about a quarter to 
11 o'clock what ]mrported to be an In- 
dian maiden danced out of tho cabinet 
with instantaneous rapidity. . Alfred 
Clark, who is foreman at Kitson's ma- 
chine shop, darted forward and caught 
her, when Mrs. Pickering plainly ap- 
peared to be tho simulator. She scream- 
ed to have the light carried out, which 
was done, and Mr. Pickering, tho 
husband of tho medium, as well as some 
others sym])athizing in tho fraud, 
choked Clark and ' tried to lesson liia 
hold on the poor Indian. In the melee 
both fell to the floor, tbe cabinet was 
overturned and the window broken. 
Finally Mr.s. Pickering got back to the 
chair in the cabinet, where she had pre- 
tended to be all the time. Sho was 
wrapped up in a blanket and carried to 
her room, and this momingshe left the 
city. C. Fannie Allyn, who is a spir- 
itualistic lecturer, was present, and was 
so convinced of the fraud that she wa- 
geretl a large sum of money that Mrs. 
i?ickoring would bo found in the Indian 
dross if ,tlie lights were brought in. IMr. 
Pickering protested against the light as 
it would kill his wife if dematerializ- 
ing were brought about ui the light, 
and, as ho had a majority with him, 
darkness was enforced. Miss Allyn, 
Mr. Woods and Mr. Clark, all can 
swear positively that tho alleged form 
was Mrs. Pickering, because they had 
hold of her during the scrimmage. 
Thomas S. Graves, a reporter, found 
bits of pasteboard and false whiskers 
after the affair had terminated, apjiar- 
cntly intended to delude tho lookers-on. 
Mrs. Pickering was accustomed to have 
spirits raiso the curtain and expose her 
sitting in tho chair, but tliis proves to 
have been only her dress, padded out 
The whole thing was showif to be an 
unmitigated humbug. — Boston Adver- 
tiser. 



VicHV LiKK A Home Item. — House 
property in Cardiil", which went up like 
a rockot some few years since, is come- 
ing down like a stick. Recent sales 
have shown that houses will not fetch 
nmch more than half the value which 
they did four years ago. Yet building 
goes on with tho same rapidity as ever, 
and whole streets of houses rise from 
the earth in the most marvellous man- 
ner. When Paddington was done to 
death in the matter of building twenty 
years ago, it was found that there were 
at last no tenants to bo found for tho 
magnificent mansions, and landlords 
were glad to let them at low rentals to 
tho employees of the Circat Western 
Railway Company. Rents in Cardill' 
are now at an abnormally high figure, 
but the present rage for building must 
briiig them down — I mean the rents not 
the houses, although somo of them are 
of tho most fragile and ephemeral char- 
acter. Those who sold in 1872-3 did 
a wise thing and may be complimented 
on tlieir foresight The good times may 
at any moment return, but tlie realiza- 
tion of Charles Mackay's refrain does 
not seem to be at hand at the present 
moment Houses are increasing in 
number, but tenants are becoming poorer 
every day. How it will end time alone 
will prove. Dundee has been suffering 
from an embarrassment of riches in the 
way of houses, and landlords have had 
to suffer as a consequence. It is an ill 
wind that bIow.s nobody good, and 
ground landlords are glad to see their 
land covered with bricks and mortar, 
as their rents must be paid whoever 
else may suffer. — Cardiff' Mail

"Motamorphic Sandstone" writes to any 
that our editorial of yesterday romindfl 
him of tho following case in point : 

"Li 18G3 a Now York company owned 
a mining claim at Bodio, on tho coiifinoa 
of tho states of California and Nevada- 
Tho company purchased a 20-stamp mill 
and placed it on their location, but the 
oro being difficult to treat a nunii^ex' 
pert was sent out from New York who 
boldly condemned Bodio as a quartz min- 
ing district. Tho company, havuig the 
moat entire confidence in tho expert, at 
once coaaodtlwir. mining and milluig op- 
orations, and Bodie became almost desert- 
ed. About two years ago the 2q-stamp 
mill and tho mino wore sold for §400 to 
satisfy taxes to sonio enterprising men, who 
formed themselves into what is nowkno\sTi 
aa the Stand.ird Company. About this 
period Professor Whitney, who had been 
entrusted by tho state government witli 
tho important duty of making a geological 
survey of California, was in the neighbor- 
hood of Bodie, and Sir. Bcchtol, who was 
acquaiutod with tho Professor, iiiduced 
him to visit and inspect tho Rodie district. 
Upon tho conclusion of his inspection tho 
Profoaaor made use of those memorable 
words — "Gontlomon, there is iwt Jive cents 
\corth of gold in the iL'hole didrid." But 
tho men of Bodio woro not liko tho men 
of British Columbia; thoy tookno hoed of 
the wholesalo condemnation of their min- 
ing district; but liko seu.siblo and resolute 
men thoy went on with thoir nnniiig and 
milling. Now for the sequel. It is eigh- 
teen months since thoy started tho mill 
that had been abandoned by tho Now 
York company, since which time a ne^v 
20-stan\p mill has been purchased out of 
the earnings of tho old one. Elevei^ 
dii'idemls have been paid to the Muck- 
holdera, iimounting tu ^550,000; $200,000 
are now in tho treasury, and t<) 
carry on tho works of tho company 
it has cost them $500,000 for nuv- 
chinury and other property. The 
Ruchtel Company was next started and 
purchaaed tlie old mill from the Standard, 
and have earned enough to purciiase a 
now 20-stamp mill, which will bo started 
next month. This company has not yot 
paid dividends; but has already m.ide a 
profit of $80,000. A third company has 
been started in this exjierl-cundemned 
district with even nioro f.-ivorablo result" 
than either of tho others. It may bo said 
that Bodio oro, unlike Cariboo Bonanza, is 
omy of treatment. Not so, Ltodie ore 
ia excetdiwjhj difficult of treatirieiU. It re- 
quires 20 pans, after passing through 
which the pidp is convoyed into a large 
tank or reservoir, and thence pumped up 
by means of a Chineae pump, conveyed 
back and passed through the whole 
milling process a second time. "It ia 
far richer ore than Cariboo Bnnan/-i," I 
hear some one say. Not so; tho average 
of Bodie oro Vr'hich has been so success- 
fully worked up to tho present time ia $30 
per ton; tho last mine having, I am in- 
formed, richer ore than the other two, 
which will enable the company to prvy 
larger dividends. Mining oiports are 
doubtless quite as necessary as any of tho 
other professions, and the knowledge thoy 
have gained by oxcossivo study, when im- 
parted to others, is very valuable, but I 
think I havo witten enough to prove that 
even thoy are liablo to bo aonietimea 
seriously wrong in thoir judgment. 
A gentleman writing from San Francisco 
quite recently, although entertaining the 
greatest respect for mining export^ as pro- 
fessional men, uses tlie following lan- 
gu.age : — "It ia a fact, that nearly if not 
quite all tlio great discoveries on our 
coast were made, and tho iuines_ best 
worked by men not eduaded in mineral 
sciences at all; and on tho otlier hand, 
gi-aduates from . the celebrated uiiuing 
schools in Europe have made some of the 
^vorst failures ■ m mining and reduction 
of ores."

— Provisional 
govorumcnt shall not bo prolonged over 
uino months, by which time tho organ- 
ic government shall bo settled and a 
Prince elected. Article. 8.^Treaties 
of commerce, etc., between tho Porto 
and others regarding Bulgaria to re- 
main in forco; the people and coni- 
merco of all {Xiwors are to bo placed on 
a footing of equality. Article 9. — Tho 
tribute to the Porto shall bo settled by 
sicruatory powora At the end o£ the 
first year of the now organization, Bul- 
garia shall boar a part of tho public 
debt of tho Empire.

— Tho 
principality shall carry out tho exist- 
ing railway convontion between Au.s- 
tria and Hungary, Servia and the 
Porto. Article H. — Tlio Ottoman 
army shall evacuate Bulgaria; all fort- 
resses shall 1)0 destroyed within a 
year and now ones shall not be orcctod.

the most jiopular establishments of its 
sort in the Latin Quarter. At tho en- 
trance of the cafe ho found a young 
gentleman and lady. The former was 
envclopod in a long mantle of foreign 
cut, and tho latter woro a magnificent 
opera cloak of white cashmoro, lieavy 
with embroidery. By tlieir carriage 
and language it was easy to see that 
they were people much above tho aver- 
ago student patrons of the place in 
rank. 

Tho young man handed tho cabman 
two English sovereigns, and, after as- 
sisting his companion into tho coach, 
commanded him to 

DRIVE ABOUT TILL MOHNI.VG. 

Both were very di'unk, and, aa the 
cabman thought, desired to sleep the de- 
bauch off before returning to their 
homes — a common practice with the 
dissipated young ])eoi)lo of the gay capi- 
tal. 

He drove at an easy gait until day- 
light, allowing his horses to choose 
pretty much their own road, and con- 
sequently preserved little recollection 
of tho • labyrinthine route traversed. 
Once during the journey he heard tho 
coach window lowered. A few minutes 
later it was raised again, and his pass- 
engers gave no further sign of their ex- 
istence. 

At sevefi o'clock in tho morning tho 
policeman on duty at the new opera 

house, which ho was passing, called to 
him in a loud voice to stop. He obey- 
ed, and the man, with his face blanch- 
ed by horror, ajiproachod and opened the 
door. Then, for the first time, tho ter- 
rified Jehu learned that he had been 

DRIVING TWO DEAD BODIES. 

The young man sat on the roar seat, 
his figure sujjported in position by his 
right arm, which was thrust through 
one of the arm-rests. With his left ho 
clasped liis companion to his heart, and 
with so rigid a grip that it required tho 
exercise of considerable force to separ- 
ate them. The bodies, wliich were at- 
tired in the most fa.shionablo and cost- 
ly manner, were those of a man of — at 
most — twenty-five, swarthy and cleanly 
shaven, save for a fine moustache ; and 
a young woman of eighteen or nine- 
teen, who seemed to be English. Their 
faces, except for a marked distortion of 
tho corners of the mouth, were perfect- 
ly serene and without disfiguren*ent. 

Under thoir cloaks, which had fallen 
to the floor, were found a broken-han- 
dled feather fan, with a jewel-eyed 
humming bird in tho centre, and a 
small vial Tliis vial was empty, but 
still retained a subtle and penetrating 
odor, which was unmistakably that of 

PRUSSIC ACID. 

There was not a single article or 
mark on the bodies by which they 
could bo identified. . Tho stud and cuff- 
buttons had been removed from the 
man's, shirt, and his pockets were abso- 
lutely empty. Tiio woman wore no 
jewelry, and her linen was unmarked. 
Tho man's clothing was of English man- 
ufacture, but the tab inside the collar 
of his coat had been torn off, while tho 
lining of his soft felt hat had also been 
removed. 

At the Caf6 de Medici they were ut- 
terly unknown. , Tliey had made their 
appearance there on footat seven o'clock 
in tho evening, and the man had order- 
ed a lavishly expensive dinner to be 
served in a private room. While it was 
preparing they drank several glasses of 
sauteme and smoked cigarettes which 
they rolled themselves. 

What little conversation between 
them the waiter overheard was con- 
ducted in a language strange to him — 
he thought either Italian or Spanish. 
They soomed very merry, and with 
cause, for during and after dmner they 
consumed 

EIGHT BOTTLES OF CHAMPAGNE. 

The young man settled his bill, wliich 
was l'i2 francs, in English gold, and 
gave the waiter a sovereign for his at- 
tendance.' To the other waiter, who 
summoned the cab, he also gave a sov- 
ereign. Both these men asserted that 
he still had a handful of gold left They 
were positive, too, that both himself 
and his companion woro various arti- 
cles of jewelry. Wlien the room in 
-which the dinner was served was clear- 
ed out, the a.shes of a number of burn- 
ed papers were found floating amid tho 
ice and water of the? champagne-cooler. 
Among these was a fragment of a card, 
consumed diagonally from a lower to 
the opposite upper corner, on which 
were visible the letters "yez." 



Inquiry at the hotels and foreign 
Consulates faile<l to shed f. ray of light 
on tho mystery. But for tho tangible 
evidence of their rigid bodies, the two 
strangers might be regarded as phan- 
toms, appearing from nowlicre and vaii- 
i.shing as inexplicably out of the world 
to which they" did not belong. There 
could bo no doubt but theirs was 

A CASE OF DELIUEllATE SUICIDE. 

But for what reason ? "What motive 
could have sent two people, young and 
handsome and apparently wealthy, 
from the banqueting-table on their 
strange journey to a self-inflicted death '? 
The presumption that it was the fatal 
result of a drunken freak was set aside 
by the presence.x>f the poison, which 
must have been procured pre\nous to 
their entrance into tho cafe. Tho ban- 
quet, therefore, was the romantic fan- 
tasy of two desperate brains — a daring 
feast in tho face of eternity, where the 
grim cheek of Death was splashed with 
the wine in which bis votaries pletlged 
him. 

The day after the discovery of tho 
suicide tho shop-keeper of the Rue Vnu- 
rigard handed over to the [lolico a cufl'- 
button set with seed jiearls forming the 
letter IM, a gold pencil-caso with a cameo 
seal at tho end engraved, 'with the same 
letter, a portion of a woman's necklace 
of plain gold, which had been violently 
broken in half, as if in tearing it forcibly 
from the neck, 

AND TIIUKE ENCiLISH ClOLD PIECES. 

The shop-keeper had found these in 
the street in front of his house. Tho 
opening and closing of the coaoh-window, 
which the driver now recollected to 
have occurred in this neighbourhood, 
loft no doubt that the articles belonged 
to tho suicide, wlio had hoped by thus 
throwing them away to rid himself of 
everything by whicli he or his compan- 
ion could be identified. They had been 
found near a power opening, and a 
search of the drain underneath was in- 
stituted, which resulted in the recovery 
of the companion to the cuff-button and 
a ring, inclosing a locket containing tho 
picture of awoman with gray hair. Tlio 
back of tliis picture bore, in fine letters, 
the inscription, "Rodriguez and Coolho, 
Pernambuco," evidently the i)hotograph- 
ers. On tho inside of the ring was en- 
graved tho sarac initial as was found on 
tho seal and buttons. 

ONLY THIS AND NOTIIINC; SIOItE.' 

The bodies have not been recognized. 
In all Paris there is no single person 
who knows anything of the suicides. 

None of tho railroad or Custom House 
officials recollect such arrivals; no hotel 
or lodging house keeper had been ap- 
plied to by them for shelter; in fact, 
they seem to havo been seen by no one 
previous to their arrival at Medici. The 
evidence of the waiter as to tho language 
used by the pair in the conversation, 
coupled with tho man's appearance and 
the presence, and marks of tho photo- 
graph in the ring, which was evidently 
a family portrait, suggest him to have 
been a Brazilian. 

The full, yet slender, particulars as 
we havo given them above, havo accord- 
ingly been telegi-aphed to Dom Pedro's 
Police, ponding whoso reply curious 
Paris liolds its breath. Meanwhile tho 
London police are looking for some 
clew to the personality of the woman, 
who, tho authorities are jierauaded, was 
English. 

Faiiine in Brazil.— a letter received 
from Pernambuco, Brazil, dated May 
13th, says : The drouth continues with 
all its horror in the centres of the var 
ious provinces of the north as well as 
that of Pernambuco. There are now 
no liopes of planting cotton for want of 
rain; in this branch, therefore, it is cer- 
tain we shall have no croi) this year. 
For the sugar canes, however, rains may 
yet arrive in time if they como soon. 
As for cereals, if it should not rain, the 
want of them will be absolute and tho ' 
people will continue to sutler the con- 
sequences of famine. Succor is most 
diflicult for want of conveyance, on ac- 
count of not having water and food for 
tho animals. The famished population 
flock in bands to the capitals of tho 
provinces, and it causes horror to sec 
these unfortunates, almost naked and 
thin as corpses, wan and enfeebled by 
weariness with the long and ])ainful 
journey they have undergone, and suf- 
fering from the eftects of disea.ses pro- 
duced by tho wild roots and other sub- 
stances they have eaten. The situation 
is most mekncholy. The prices -for 
eatables, as for instance, farinna do 
Mandioca (of all the most inquired for), 
beans, Indian corn, rice, codfish and 
jerked beef havo risen ; but above all 
the first three. The Government, it is 
said, have determined to buy in tho 
])roducing districts sundry cargoes of 
farinna, and to bring from foreign 
countries enormous quantities of other 
kinds of food- which cannot be obtained 
in this country. God permit that the 
supplies may arrive in time to save 
thousands of persons who are dying 
from starvation.
